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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The present board wishes to thank all of the Town Officers for 
their fine cooperation this past year and to thank the voters for 
the opportunity to serve our Town of Wilmot. As we look back 
over the past year and plan for the future, these are some of the 
things that come to mind. 


One hundred years ago, the population of Wilmot was 1,195. 
From that point the swing was downward until, in 1950, it hit a 
low of 370. We hope that the 1960 census will prove that the 
upswing evident since 1950 has resulted in a substantial population 
gain. With the exception of the cost of education for our children, 
the rest of our town expenses do not vary so directly with our 
population, and the more people to enjoy our town and share the 
cost, the better! 


We feel that our Main road outlook has improved this year. The 
state has altered and improved Route 4A from the Center toward 
Andover. Plans for the new section of Route 11 in the Flat section 
will open up for use new areas of land and potential taxable 
property. Wilmot is fortunate in having two state roads to service 
its different sections. The only disturbing result of the changes in 
Route 11 is the additional miles of road which will be turned back 
to us by the state for summer and winter maintenance. However, 
this mileage will add to our state road aid. 


Our TRA project on the Wilmot Center to North Wilmot road did 
not progress as far as we had hoped due to the great amount of 
blasting and water diversion which was necessary. It is planned 
that work will continue on this section until it is completed and 
topped through Teel Hill. This will provide fine access to this 
section of Wilmot and contribute to the continued addition of 
residences in that area. There are an abundance of beautiful sites. 


We certainly have no cause yet to praise our gravel roads. How- 
ever, we feel that we now have the equipment to “build” our 
gravel roads rather than simply trying to keep them passable. The 
Austin-Western grader which we have been renting seems to be the 
answer to both our summer and winter needs. In addition to the 
scraper blade and snow plow, it is equipped with a front end 
dozer blade and a scarifier. The bull dozer blade has been used to 
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advantage in pushing over the dump and has resulted in a cleaner 
dump at less cost. It also has done some ditch work and boulder 
removal on the sides of the roads and is capable of doing much 
more. It seems to be a very fine piece of equipment and in very 
good condition. 


This will be the last year for payments on the Turnpike Bridge 
Notes ($900). Thought can now be given toward discharging 
$4,500 in short term notes contracted in 1939 ($1,000); 1941 
($2,000); and 1947 ($1,500) on which we have been paying interest 
to the Trust Funds. These loans were listed as borrowed in antici- 
pation of taxes and should have been discharged long ago. Perhaps 
in 1961, we will want to consider raising approximately as much as 
we have for the Bridge Notes in the past and applying this sum 
toward reducing this debt. 


Each year it seems more difficult to find candidates for some of our 
town offices. The size of our Town Trust Funds permits us to have 
a single Trustee rather than a board of three. An article appears 
in the warrant to see if you wish to make this change. 


You will note that the meetings of the Selectmen for the coming 
year have been changed to each Wednesday evening from seven 
to eight to avoid conflicting with the Grange meetings on Friday. 
Public reaction to the weekly meetings has been gratifying. They 
have made your Selectmen more immediately available as a group 
to discuss and help with your problems as they arise. It has been 
easier to keep town business current and thus easier to plan for 
the future. 


We hope that everyone will be present at the Town Meeting to 
contribute their ideas toward the progress of “‘our town.”

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


PREVENTION IS EVERYBODY’S BUSINESS 


The year 1959 was fortunate from a forest fire standpoint. 
New Hampshire had the best record in the nation. Fewer acres 
were burned, suppression costs were substantially reduced and 
damage to woodlands held to a minimum. The record resulted from 
a combination of favorable weather conditions, an alert warden 
service and a cooperating public. 


Yet, despite all this, there still persists a disturbing note: 

58%, or 6 out of every 10 fires in 1959 were caused by careless 
smokers and debris burners. 

10%, or 1 out of every 9 fires was caused by children. 


Careless, indifferent, thoughtless and independent-minded 
individuals and failure of parents to properly supervise children 
and keep matches out of their reach, annually cause these un- 
necessary fires which cost large sums to extinguish and cause 
extensive damage. The elimination of these three causes of fires 
would radically change this picture. The rules are simple — 


1. Before burning, secure a permit from your local 
forest fire warden — the law requires. 


2. Besure to properly supervise your burning. 

3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before leaving 
it. 

4, Don’t throw lighted matches, cigars and cigarettes 
from moving vehicles — use your ash tray. 


5. Don’t burn at home — Use your town dump and 
save yourself much possible difficulty, both per- 
sonal and financial.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


To the Residents of Wilmot: 


Each year I send a brief report of the public health nursing 
done in the area in which your town is located. During the year of 
1959 I have made home visits to the following: infants, preschool 
children, adults, prenatals, postnatals, cardiacs, cancer cases, 
Nursing homes, retarded children and orthopedic cases. This is a 
partial list of the services offered. 


Fluoride programs, for which preschool children are eligible, 
were held in the towns of Sutton, Newbury, Wilmot and Salisbury. 
The total attendance was 87 - 16 participating from Wilmot. As 
you probably know, fluorine is a substance that helps make teeth 
more resistant to tooth decay and the children received topical 
applications at these clinics. In the future, I plan to offer this 
program every two years. 


Immunization surveys were done by members of your town. 
The per cent of immunized children in your town indicates that 
most parents realize the importance of this protection and are 
taking their children regularly to the family doctor. 


My office hours in Franklin are 8:30 to 9:30 every morning 
and Friday afternoon. Please contact me if there are any health 
problems that you wish to discuss.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Wilmot: 


It is once again time to report to you on the conditions 
prevailing within your school system. 


For the first time you are faced with a situation that calls for 
some careful planning in order to solve the problem of taking care 
of increasing school enrollment. This planning must take into 
consideration the important factors of teacher load, pupil welfare, 
civic interests and financial costs. 


Briefly I will give you the facts so that each of you may know 
them. 


When school opened last fall there were thirty-four children 
at the Flat school and seventeen at the Center School. In order to 
equalize the teacher load we put the fourth grade children - four of 
them - in the Center School. This gave one teacher 30 children in 
the first three grades and the other teacher 21 children in the upper 
five grades. 


A study of the census reports for the past ten years shows that 
the number of pre-school children has increased over two-fold, from 
27 to 59. Over the same period school enrollment has risen from 36 
to 51. Next fall there will be, according to census figures, 13 
children eligible to enter first grade. This is about 3 times the 
number graduating from the eighth grade. 


We can take care of three grades - 31 children - in the Flat 
School next year although it is a heavy load because of multiple 
grades. However, because we will have about 28 or 29 in the Center 
School - and five grades - this presents a genuine problem. It will 
be very crowded to put so many older children in such close 
quarters. The teacher will be over-loaded with so many grades. In 
truth, it is not advisable to try to do it. 


A temporary solution would be to send the seventh and 
eighth grade pupils to some other school. This would mean a 
considerable increase in cost, involving tuition and transportation. 
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Another alternative would be to enlarge your present building 
at the Center or construct a new consolidated school. 


This then is your major problem. 


Wilmot has always had excellent small schools because of the 
devoted services of teachers, and the interest and support of good 
school boards. 


Now these people are faced with a problem - not of their own 
making - which needs to be solved as early as possible and in such 
a manner as will not handicap any child or demean civic pride. 


Wilmot people will, I feel sure, solve it in a satisfactory 
manner.
